for the results to be good. This is not to say that an idea or plan can be carried out 
without using some good quality plants, labor, and materials, but rather to emphasize 
the importance of having a good idea before you start. Obviously, if you don’t have a 
good plan yourself, it is important that whoever you get to help you does have good 
ideas based upon proven experience.
